an Act was passed in the Session of Parliament Preamble, 
holden in the third and fourth years of the reign of his late 
Majesty, intituled, “An Act to alter and amend the Laws relating to 
the Temporalities of the Church in Ireland,” which Act was amended 
by two Acts passed respectively in the Sessions of Parliament hoiden 
in the fourth and fifth, and sixth and seventh years of the same 
reign :

And whereas the Tenants or Lessees of Archbishops or Bishops, and 
other sole Ecclesiastical Corporations in Ireland, were by the said Acts 
1 o empowered to purchase the Fee-simple and Inheritance of and in the 
Lands, Premises and Hereditaments held by them, in the manner and 
subject to the regulations in the said Acts contained : 



And whereas difficulties have arisen in respect of the conveyance 
of the Fee-simple and Inheritance in such Lands, by reason of the 
*5 existence of out-standing terms in Mines or Minerals, created by 
Leases made by virtue of an Act passed in the Parliament of Ireland 
in the tenth year of the reign of his Majesty King George the First, 
intituled, “ An Act for the further Encouragement of finding and 
working Mines and Minerals within this Kingdom ; 
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And whereas it is necessary to provide for such difficulties, and also 
to amend the said Acts in certain other respects ; 



JS>d£it tf)trcfow d^nactcD, by TheQUEEN’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 5 
by the Authority of the same, THAT in all conveyances hereafter 
t to he made by the said Ecclesiastical Commissioners for Ireland, 
pursuant to the said recited Acts, of any Lands, Tenements or Here- 
ditaments, w'hether in their own name or in the name of any Arch- 
bishop, Bisliop or other sole Ecclesiastical Corporation, it shall and lo 
may be lawful for the said Ecclesiastical Commissioners in their dis- 
cretion either to grant and convey by such conveyance all mines, 
minerals, quarries, royalties, or other matters or things excepted or 
reserved in and by the lease under which such lands, tenements or 
hereditaments were theretofore held, or to except or reserve the same, 15 
or any part thereof, from or by such grant or conveyance ; provided 
that no conveyance heretofore made or hereafter to be made of any 
mines or minerals, which at the time of the making such conveyance 
w'ere or shall be actually in lease, shall be valid or effectual, unless in 
such conveyance there shall have been or shall be reserved in respect 30 
of such mines or minerals, and in addition to the rent reserved in 
respect of the lands thereby granted, such rent as is required to be 
reserved on any lease of mines or minerals made by virtue of the 
hereinbefore recited Act of the tenth year of the reign of his Jlajesty 
King George the First. 25 

AND whereas the said Ecclesiastical Commissioners for Ireland did, 
pursuant to the provisions of the iioreinbefore first-recited Act, 
cause a valuation to be made of the revenues of the several dignities 
and benefices liable, under the provisions of the said Act, to the 
payment of the tax, rate, or assessment in such Act mentioned, and 30 
did, according to such valuation, compute and impose such tax, rate 
or assessment on the several dignities and benefices respectively 
liable thereto , but by reason of the opposition to the payment of 
tithes in Ireland, it was in many cases found impossible to enforce 
payment of the same; and the said Commissioners have, in the 35 
exercise of the discretion in that behalf vested in them by the said 
Act, extended the time for the payment thereof : And wher«is by 
an Act passed in the Session of Parliament holdcn in the first and 
second years of the reign of Her present Majesty, intituled, “ An 
Act to abolish Compositions for Tithes in Ireland, and to substitute 40 
Rent Charges in lieu thereof,” the right of ail persons in and to all 
Tithes and composition for Tithes theretofore accrued, or at any time 
thereafter to accrue due in Ireland, wholly ceased and determined, 
with certain exceptions in the said Act mentioned ; and by the said 

Act, 
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Act, a certain fand was appropriated to the relief of the several 
persons who, if the said Act had not been made, would have been 
entitled to compositions for Tithes accrued due for certain yeare in 
the said Act mentioned ; and further provision was made for the 
^ payment to the parties theretofore entitled to certain tithes and 
compositions for Tithes vested in Her jMajesty by the said Act, of 
such sums as should be paid, or recovered by Her Majesty’s Attorney 
General for Ireland, on account thereof : And whereas it is reason- 
able that the jjarties whose right to the arrears of Tithe or Tithe com- 
10 position due to them has so ceased and deteimined should be relieved 
from the payment of the said tax in respect of such portion of the 
revenues of their benefices or promotions as by the o|>cration of the 
said Act may have been lost to them, or shall not be hereafter paid to 
them, and that for the purpose of computing the amount of tax 
15 justly payable by them, the valuation and assessment of their 
respective dignities or benefices heretofore made by the said Eccle- 
siastical Commissioners shall be amended ; BE it therefore Enacted, 
That it shall and may be lawful for the said Ecclesiastical Commis- 
sioners, when and as they shall think necessary, to alter and amend 
2Q the valuation heretofore made by them of the revenues or emolu- 
ments of all or any of such dignities or benefices, under the rank of 
Bishopricks, as were or are now liable to the said tax, rate or assess- 
ment, or any arrears thereof, for any of the years preceding the year 
One thousand eight hundred and Thirty-eight; and in altering or 
2^ amending such valuation the said Commissioners shall have regard to 
and include all or any such payments as may or shall be made to 
any Dignitary or Incumbent pursuant to the provisions of the 
said recited Act of the first and second years of Her present 
Majesty’s reign ; and they sliall assess and compute the tax or 
jQ arrears thereof to which every such dignity or benefice, under the 
rank of a Bishopriek, was or shall be deemed to be or have been 
liable for any year, or portion of any year, preceding the year 
One thousand eight hundred and Thirty-eight, upon such altered 
or amended valuation according to the several rates or scales 
35 specified in the Schedule (AO annexed to the said hereinbefore 
first recited Act, in like manner as if such altered or amended 
valuation had been the valuation of each such dignity or benefice 
originally made, pursuant to the provisions of the said Act ; and 
all arrears of the said tax so assessed and computed, if any, now 
^0 remaining unpaid,, shall and may be recovered by all such ways and 
means as are in and by the said Act provided for enforcing payment 
of the said tax, rate or assessment ; Provided always, That it shall 
and may be lawful for the said Ecclesiastical Commissioners, if they 
shall so think fit, in any case to direct the payment of the whole or 
any portion of the arrears of the said tax, rate or assessment, by 
4Q2. A 2 instalments. 
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instalments, of such amount, and to be paid at such times, and subject 
to such conditions for securing the payment thereof, as they shall 
deem reasonable, but so nevertheless that the whole shall bo paid 
within Five Years next after the passing of this Act : Provided fur- 
ther, That in any case where it shall appear to the said Commis- j 
sionere that any party shall have paid on account of such tax any 
Bum with which he would not have been justly chargeable under 
such amended valuation, or any sum greater than under such 
amended valuation, he would have been justly chargeable with, the 
said Commissioners shall repay and refund to such party the sum or lo 
overplus so paid.

And be it Enacted, That in all cases in which application shall be 
made to the said Ecclesiastical Commissioners, pursuant to the said 
recited Acts, or any of them, to pay or apply any sum or sums of 
money for or towards the rebuilding, enlarging or repairing of any j ^ 
church or chapel, now or which may be hereafter erected or appro- 
priated and endowed by virtue of an Act passed in the Session of 
Parliament holden in the sixth and seventh years of the reign of his 
late Majesty, intituled, “ An Act to amend an Act of his late 
Majesty King George the Second, for the Encouragement of Building 20 
of Chapels of Ease in Ireland,” or for or towards the providing of 
things neccssaiy for the celebration of Divine Service in any such 
Church or Chapel, or for or towards the payment of the salaries for 
maintenance of the Clerks or Sextons thereof, the pereon or persona 
so making such application shall, and he and they is and are hereby 25 
required to, furnish to the said Ecclesiastical Commissioners a state- 
ment in writing, in such form and for such period, and verified in such 
manner as the said Commissioners shall direct, of the annual or pe- 
riodical income belonging to or derived or produced by such church 
or chapel, or received by the minister or ministers thereof, whether 30 
the same shall arise from any endowment or endowments, or from 
the sale or letting of pews, or the amount of collections made in such 
church or chapel, or from any otlier source or sources whatsoever, 
and how such income has been theretofore applied, and is in future
